The  second  section  of  the  publication,  presented  in  the  form 
of  appendices,  presents  contacts  for  the  state  agency  area  offices, 
Included  is  a  listing  of  the  county  clerks  and  city  hall  telephone 
numbers  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  filming  permits  issued  by 
counties  and  cities.

B.  Division  of  Forestrv 

Narrative:       The  Division  of  Forestry  is  responsible  for 

administering  regulations  of  the  Department  of 
Pollution  Control  relating  to  all  agricultural 
and  silvicultural  fires. 

Open  burning  is  allov/ed  between  the  hours  of 
9:00  a.m.  Standard  Time  and  one  hour  before  sun- 
set, providing  permission  has  been  obtained 
from  the  Division  of  Forestry  prior  to  the  burning. 
Telephone  permission  is  adequate,  except  during 
, -,         an  emergency  drought  condition.   When  this  con- 
,_  -  dition  exists,  a  written  permit  must  be  obtained 

before  any  burning  can  be  done  within  600  yards 
of  any  forest,  grasslands,  woods,  wild  lands 
or  marsh  area.   Beyond  that  distance,  verbal 
-  "      approval  would  be  required.

for  burning  must  Drovide  the  following  information; 

1)  Landowner's  name,  address  and  telephone 
number. 

2)  Person  responsible  for  the  open  burning.

Open  burning  may  be  allowed  by  the  .Division  of 
Forestry  where  there  is  reasonable  assurance  that 
atmospheric  and  meteorological  conditions  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  burning  will  allow  adequate 
diffusion  and  dispersement  of  the  smoke.

II.     Department  of  Commerce 

A.   Division  of  Labor 

Narrative :       Any  minor  wishing  to  seek  employment  in  motion 

picture,  television  or  legitimate  theatrical 
productions,  or  his  parent,  guardian,  agent  or 
prospective  employer  on  his  behalf,  shall  make 
application  for  a  certificate  of  identification 
using  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Division  of  Labor, 
FDC  Form  WCF-126.   Motion  picture  studios,  legiti- 
mate theatres  and  television  studios  wishing  to 
qualify  to  hire  minors  must  make  application  on 
FDC  Form  WCF-122. 

At  least  48  hours  prior  to  employing  any  minor, 
notice  shall  be  given  on  FDC  Form  128  to  the 
District  School  Superintendent  of  the  county  in 
which  the  minor  is  enrolled  in  school  or  the  county 
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of  residence  of  out-of-school  minors.  Out-of- 
state  minors  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
county  in  which  they  are  working.  The  respon- 
sibility of  registering  shall  be  placed  on  the 
employees.  Prior  notice  may  be  waived  at  the 
discretion  of  the  county  school  board. 

For  every  ten  minors  employed,  the  employer  must 
provide  a  teacher-counselor  who  is  duly  qualified 
and  certified  by  the  local  school  board.   The 
minors  must  attend  class  for  not  less  than  four 
hours  per  day,  conducted  by  the  teacher-counselor, 

During  out-of-school  hours,  minors  must  be  accom- 
panied by  either  a  teacher-counselor,  a  parent  or 
a  person  authorized  by  the  parent  in  writing  to 
represent  him. 

Long  run  pictures  or  series  are  special  cases 
and  the  employer  should  contact  the  county  school 
superintendent  for  further  information. 

Pre-school  children  are  also  regulated.   Babies 
-   .  '     up  to  six  weeks  old  must  have  a  registered  nurse 
provided  by  the  employer.   For  each  two  babies 
from  six  weeks  to  six  months  old,  one  registered 
nurse  must  be  provided.   Also,  babies  up  to  six 
months  cannot  work  more  than  one  hour  per  day. 

Minors  from  six  months  to  two  years  of  age  are 
permitted  to  work  for  two  hours  per  day.   Those 
from  two  years  to  six  years  of  age  may  work  three 
hours  per  day.   Minors  over  six  years  old  may 
work  for  four  hours  per  day. 

The  working  day  for  a  minor  under  fourteen  years 
of  age  may  not  extend  past  6:00  p.m.,  unless 
prior  permission  is  obtained  from  the  Division 
of  Labor.   From  fourteen  to  eighteen,  the  work 
day  cannot  extend  past  12:00  midnight  without 
prior  approval.

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III.    Department  of  Education  -'-  '  ' ''     - 

A.  Division  of  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  . 

Narrative:       This  division  deals  with  the  K-12  public  school 

facilities.   However,  the  facilities  are  con- 
trolled on  the  local  level.   Any  individual  or 
firm  desiring  to  use  the  facilities  for  Motion 
Picture  or  Television  production  must  obtain 
permission  from  the  local  school  board.

B.  State  University  System 

Narrative:       The  Board  of  Regents  is  responsible  for  the  State 

University  system  in  Florida.   However,  the 
responsibility  and  authority  to  grant  permission 
to  film  on  State  University  property  is  dele- 
gated to  the  president  of  the  respective  school.

Narrative:       Requests  for  use  of  Community  College  properties

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IV.  Florida  Game  and  Fresh  Water  Fish  Commission 

Narrative:     The  Game  and  Fresh  Water  Fish  Commission  would 
be  involved  in  matters  or  schedules  relating  to 
wildlife  or  fresh  water  aquatic  life. 

In  general,  the  Commission  suggests  the  following 
as  guidelines  for  need  to  contact  the  agency: 

A  hunting  license  is  required  to  take  or 
attempt  to  take  game  animals  during  an  open 
hunting  season. 

_"      A  fishing  license  is  required  to  take  or 
attempt  to  take  fresh  water  fish. 

A  permit  is  required  to  possess  any  form  of 
wildlife  in  captivity. 

A  permit  is  required  to  import  into  the 
State  of  Florida  certain  non-native  wildlife 
or  fish. 

A  permit  is  required  to  enter  certain 
;  .    ,  .  ._•  wilderness  areas  with  firearms.

V.  Department  of  General  Services

Narrative:       The  Division  of  Mental  Health  is  required  by  state 

statute  to  protect  the  individual  dignity  and 
confidentiality  of  patients  committed  to  its  care. 
Therefore,  the  division  attempts  to  insure  that  no 
patient  or  hospital  ward  occupied  by  patients  is 
exposed  on  film.   Upon  request,  the  division  will 
consider  allowing  the  use  of  its  facilities  for

B.  Division  of  Retardation 

Narrative:       The  division  has  no  statutory  responsibility  in 

the  area  of  Motion  Picture  and  Television  pro- 
duction industry.   However,  the  Division  does 
have  a  policy  concerning  confidentiality  with 
regards  to  persons  it  serves  in  six  residential 
facilities  and  in  the  community.   In  order  to  film 
a  retarded  client  of  the  division,  the  producer 
must  have  a  signed  publicity  clearance.   Names, 
pictures  or  information  about  a  client  or  former 
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client  may  not  be  released  unless  written  authori- 
zation is  given  by  the  parent  or  guardian,  or  the 
client  concerned,  if  he  has  reached  age  18  and 
is  competent.

VII.  Department  of  Highway  Safety  and  Motor  Vehicles 

A.   Division  of  Florida  Highway  Patrol 

Narrative:       The  Florida  Highway  Patrol  has  no  statutory 

responsibility  concerning  the  Motion  Picture 
and  Television  industry.   However,  the  Director 
of  the  Division  states  that  the  Patrol  will 
offer  any  assistance  considered  reasonable 
to  film  industry,  such  as  blocking  roadways, 
directing  traffic,  etc.   It  is  also  possible 
to  make  limited  use  of  troopers  and  Patrol 
cars  in  films  as  long  as  the  activity  is 
approved  by  the  Patrol.   Troopers  cannot 
accept  payment  for  such  activity.

Division  should  be  contacted  whenever  use  of  any 
public  waters  of  the  State  or  use  of  the  immediate 
shoreline  of  such  waters  is  involved.

Fees  for  after 
hours  photography  are  $50.00  plus  $.25  per  person. 
The  permit  may  be  obtained  from  the  Tallahassee 
Office.   After  review  of  the  script,  the  Director 
may  waive  the  fee,  if  in  his  judgment  the  resulting 
picture  will  produce  favorable  publicity  for  the 
park.

IX.     Department  of  Pollution  Control  ; 

Narrative:       The  Department  of  Pollution  Control  is  charged       ] 

with  the  responsibility  of  protecting  Florida's 
environment.   Therefore  any  script  calling  for 
special  effects  or  circumstances,  which  could  tend 
to  adversely  affect  the  quality  of  the  air  or 
water,  may  require  a  permit.   The  producer  should 
contact  the  agency  to  determine  if  a  permit  is 
required.   Permits  generally  cost  $20.00.

X.  Department  of  State 

A.   Division  of  Archives,  History  and  Records  Management 

Narrative:       The  division  is  charged  by  state  statute  v.'ith 

the  protection  of  certain  historic  sites  and 
artifacts  located  in  the  state.   The  agency 
enters  into  contracts  with  individuals  or 
firms  for  the  purpose  of  recovering  artifacts. 
Therefore,  to  protect  the  interests  of  persons 
who  hold  contracts  on  the  site  as  v;ell  as  the 
State  of  Florida,  any  producer  who  wishes  to 
film  on  a  historic  site  or  archaeological  diq 
.  •  controlled  by  the  division  must  obtain  its 

permission  in  writing.

XI.  Department  of  Transportation 

Narrative:       The  Department  of  Transportation  becomes  involved 

with  the  Motion  Picture  and  Television  industry 
only  when  a  request  to  close  a  roadway  is  received.

The  temporary  closing  of  state  roads  in  municipal 
corporate  limits  for  the  purpose  of  parades  or 
similar  activities,  not  related  to  construction, 
reconstruction,  maintenance  or  emergency  purposes, 
may  be  accomplished  as  follows: 

A  letter  of  intent  shall  be  submitted  by  the 
responsible  city  official  to  the  District 
Engineer,  a  minimum  of  24  hours  prior  to  the 
event,  stating  that  the  city  police  will 
manage  all  the  details  involved  in  admin- 
istration of  the  event;  and  that  the  city 
will  assume  full  responsibility  for  any 
liability  claims  arising  from,  or  based  on, 
the  activities  of  the  event.   The  city  shall 
include  with  this  letter  a  marked  map  indi- 
cating the  temporary  detours  to  be  utilized 
by  the  public  and  the  provisions  made  for 
the  temporary  re-routing  of  traffic. 

Procedures  for  the  temporary  closing  of  state 
roads  outside  municipal  corporate  limits,  for  the 
purpose  specified  above,  are  as  follows: 

A  letter  of  application  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  District  Engineer  by  the  responsi- 
ble event  official,  a  minimum  of  one  week 
prior  to  the  event,  naming  the  sponsoring 
officials  and  citing  the  routes  to  be 
followed.   This  application  should  include 

(a)  precise  identification  of  temporary 
detour  routes,  when  these  are  necessary; 

(b)  provisions  for  marking  and  maintaining 
these  routes  as  well  as  for  police  escort 
or  supervision,  and  (c)  a  statement  ac- 
knowledging acceptance  of  responsibility 
for  any  liability  claims  arising  from,  or 
based  on,  the  activities  of  the  event.

Narrative:       This  agency  is  vested  with  title  to  most  state 

owned  lands.   Therefore,  any  firm  ox''  person  wishing 
to  use  state  lands  should  contact  this  agency  for 
verification  of  ownership  and  identification  of 
the  agency  using  and  controlling  the  land.   Also,
